I he idea of aeroplanes attacking 
in tins fashion is extremely practical, 
a British nuval authority declared to­ 
day. A light gun, loaded with cordite 
can b** used to fire the torpedo, or a 
Npcciul launching arrangement in the 
L<rrn of a light basket which throws 
the* torpedo and enables it to be aim­ 
ed.
